It was true that we 
were getting an owner-occupier class again 
on the land, but in the main it was not 
a willing ownership, but a forced one, 
which had had the effect of taking a large 
amount. oí capital out of circulation and 
locking it up in land.

An Ancient Institution. 


A very readable account has recently 
been published of Christ’s Hospital in its 
former surroundings by an old pupil, the 
late Rev. W. M. Digges La Touche, a 
member of a distinguished Huguenot 
family, which, with others, the Revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes sent over from 
France.

Pigeons in the Gower. 


The Martello Towers scattered along the 
sea-coast of Ireland have now be- 
come interesting objects of antiquity. 
It must be confessed, however, that 
in their construction grace and utility 
were not wedded, and the esthetically- 
minded view them with disfavour.. Still, 
there are various ways of introducing 
charm into that which is not inherently 
beautiful, and the owner of one of these 
Martello towers—that at Bray, County 
Wicklow—has_ successfully supplied the 
lacking sense of beauty into his structure 
by transforming it into a home for a high- 
bred family of white fantailed pigeons. 
It is a lovely sight to see these birds 
daintily grouped on a wooden railing.

O’Higgins, Viceroy of Chile and Peru.

A letter to the Press, signed by Sir Robert 
Horne, Mr. John Buchan, Major Waltr

“The general lines on which a remedy 
must be sought are sufficiently clear. In the 
first place, rigorous economy is needed to 
ensure both that no penny is spent for the 
moment, except on the bare necessaries of 
our national life, and that full value is got 
for all expenditure. This involves refusal 
under present conditions to expand social 
services, however defensible that expansion 
may be in theory, and a drastic inquisition 
into the costs of the whole administrative 
machine. 

““In the second place, an effort must be 
made to conserve such assets as remain by 
the adoption of more scientific methods of 
production, and of a reasonable measure of 
protection. i 

““In the third place, the overseas markets, 
which we have lost, must be regained and 
extended. The cardinal fact is, that sacrifice 
and discipline are required from every class.”

The population of the United Kingdom was 
estimated at the middle of 1930 to be 
45.900,000, according to the statistical tables 

ublished yesterday in “ British and Foreign 
rade and Industry, 1924/1930,’" a volume 
compiled by the Board of Trade. This is an 
increase of two hundred thousand on the 
figures for the middle of 1929. Of this year's 
total the males numbered 22,200,000 and the 
females 23,700,000, a difference of 1,£00,000. 
Practically the whole of this surplus female 
peewee occurred in England and Wales, 
cotland having only a small excess, with 
Northern Ireland about equal. But women 
to-day are in a lower proportion to men than 
they were in 1924, for then they exceeded the 
opposite sex by 1,900,000, with the total 
ie, ges a million fewer. 

e population of the Irish Free State, 
which is not included in the preceding figures 
and which had shown a steady decline since 
1924 to 1929, nad an estimated increase of 
2,000 for the middle of 1930 on the previous 
year with a total of -2,945,000. This is 
60,000 below the 1924 number.

ABROAD. 


Although the Spanish Government 
declares that the attempt at revolution 
has been a failure and that “ tran- 
quallity prevails,’ it is reported that a 
ower, strike has been declared in nine 
big cities, that all-night skirmishing 
occurred at Santander, and that Barcelona 
streets are dominated by troops with 
machine s. The Government has 
mobilised 75,000 troops and brought regi- 
ments from Morocco, 

Fifteen more United States banks have 
closed their doors. 

Customs officers, armed with machine 
guns, who kept watch on New York quays 
for ten days in taxi-cabs, seized £200,000 
worth of narcotics on a ship from Con- 
stantinople. 

Federal District Judge Clark, of Newark, 
New Jersey, states that the prohibition 
amendment to the United States Constitu- 
tion is illegal, and quotes nearly a hundred 
authorities in support of his contention.

The toll is exacted 
whether they are sound or sick, and, when 
their strength fails, their meagre ration 
of food is reduced. They have no medical 
aid; they die “ like £lies ” in the bitter 
cold; if a prisoner attempts to escape, 
he is shot instantly as a warning to the 
others. The sworn statement is confirmed 
by the witness of British seamen on whose 
ships these unhappy creatures have 
loaded timber at White Sea ports. With 
human life so cheap, the Soviet is able to 
make large profits from its blood-stained 
wares ; six hundred thousand standards of 
Russian timber will enter Great Britain 
by contract during the coming year. In 
his appeal to the Prime Minister Sir E. 
Hilton Young says that this Russian 
trade is “ stamped with the worst features 
of servile labour,” is “ unfair to workers 
in the British timber industry,” is “a 
disgrace to civilisation”; and that “it 
is not consistent with our traditional 
reputation for humanity that Great 
Britain should continue to engage in it.”’ 
Remedies are ready to Mr, Macdonald’s 
hand. He can decide to treat as hostis 
humani generis a tyranny which puts its 
own miserable subjects in that category, 
or, on a lower ground, he can enforce the 
provisions of the Foreign Prison-Made 
Goods Act of 1897. Under this Act the 
British Government has full power to 
prohibit imports of goods made by 
Russian, or any other, slave-labour. 


The Prime Minister has told Sir Hilton 
Young that he “is having the matter 
looked into.” May we venture to hope 
that on this occasion he will indulge the 
rare luxury of action? ‘There are faint 
signs that at last the British Government 
is becoming restive under the Soviet’s 
brutality and insolence. The Foreign 
Secretary actually has instructed the 
British Ambassador at Moscow to express 
‘‘ dissatisfaction’’ with the Soviet’s 
acceptance of the fantastic story of a 
British plot against the Five-Year Plan. 
Will Mr. Snowden, infected. by his 
colleague’s spasm of courage, dare to stop 
an unholy traffic by the enforcement of 
the Prison-Made Goods Act? On the first 
occasion when nonconformity held power 
in England the question would have been 
an insult—but that occasion was nearly 
three hundred years ago, It is curious to 
remember now that the greatest sustainer 
of British majesty in the eyes of Europe 
was the Puritan Oliver Cromwell. In 
1655 Protestants in the valleys of Pied- 
mont suffered persecutions less prolonged, 
and, perhaps, hardly greater than those 
which millions of Russians are suffering 
to-day. Cromwell refused to sign a treaty 
with France until the relief of the 
persecuted. Piedmontese was assured, and 
he was resolved, if this intervention-had 
failed, to protect them at the point of the 
sword. In less than three centuries, 
alas! the spirit of political Puritanism 
has suffered a dismal change. Its strength 
has degenerated into obstinacy ; it has sub- 
stituted watchwords for action; it has 
become the easy victim of a thousand 
sentimentalities ; the vision that inspired 
Cromwell, Milton and Bunyan is un- 
known to the men who rejected the grand 
opportunity of the Imperial Conference. 
Does the difference between Cromwell’s 
Protectorship and Mr. Macdonald’s 
Premiership mark the difference between 
Puritanism in excelsis and Puritanism in 
extremts? The British Government’s deal- 
ings with Soviet Russia may supply the 
answer to this question, 


Salesmanship. 


Speaking last night at the Incorporated 
Sales Managers’ dinner in the Guildhall, 
the Prince of Wales urged upon his 
audience the importance of salesmanship, 
if British goods were to recover their fair 
share of the world’s markets, ‘ No one,” 
he said, ““conld read the report on 
marketing overseas, published a year ago, 
without, feeling that there was somethin g 
to worry about in connection with our 
salesmanship,’ ‘Our best men,” His 
Royal Highness added, “ must not be 
concerned only, or even mainly, with 
production.”* Here, perhaps, he touched 
the root of the problem. British 
manufacturers, in spite of the hard 
lessons that. they have received, 
feem to have remained strangely 
insensitive to the new outlook of buyers. 
No longer is it enough to prodace the best 
goods, at a price proportionate to their 
excellence, in the comfortable knowledge 
that buyers, unable to procure what they 
want elsewhere, will be compelled to come 
humbly to the factory door. To-day 
foreign enterprise and competition have 
made the consymers critical, and they 
must be treated accordingly. No mere 
bagman, who was wholly adequate in the 
spacious ‘nineties and early nineteen hun- 
dreds, can hope now to secure orders from 
firms who are accustomed to be waited on 
attentively by the best brains of Germany 
and America,

The Butter Trade. 


An inevitable consequence of the Free 
State Government’s tariff on imports of 
butter has begun to make itself manifest. 
Yesterday the price of creamery butter in 
Dublin grocery shops advanced by one 
penny a pound to an average of 1s. 4d. a 
pound. At present, therefore, when former 
increases are taken into corfeideration, a 
pound of butter costs from twopence to 
threepence more than it cost before the 
tariff was imposed. These prices do not 
imply that “ profiteers’’ have taken ad- 
vantage of the tariff; indeed, we have the 
Minister of Agriculture’s statement that 
the Government. will institute ction 
against any concerns which try to create 
an artificial shortage. Whatever the cause 
may be, the housewife must pay the differ- 
ence, and new significance is added to a letter 
which we published yesterday. ‘The writer 
points out that at the moment foreign and 
colonial butter is selling at the remarkably 
low price of 11d. a pound in London. She 
suggests—as we think, with reason—that 
the butter excluded from the Free State by 
the tariff is being ‘‘ dumped ”’ in England, 
thereby undercutting the Irish product in 
English markets. If this conclusion is 
correct, it means that Irish creameries are 
losing a valuable market; and the higher 
prices in Dublin show that their produc- 
tion is not sufficient to satisfy Irish 
needs, even if it satisfies Irish tastes. 
Nobody, therefore, seems to benefit, while 
the Free State consumer suffers in pocket. 
There still are people in the country who 
clamour for a tariff of 4d. a pound—that 
is to say, of 37s. 4d. a hundredweight—on 
imported butter. Surely the effect of a 
mere 5s, a hundredweight tariff must give 
them pause.

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Christmas Shopping. 


To some the period of Christmas 
shopping spells hard work, to others un- 
mixed delight, In the first category, apart 
from the people who have no money, are 
shop assistants, traffic constables and tram 
conductors. In the second are the 
shoppers, among whom we class all those 
who have money to spend, from a penny to 
a thousand pounds. What, after all, is the 
social joy of Christmas Day itself in com- 
parison with that of the days which precede 
it? Does any child take half as much 
delight in possession as it takes in choosing ? 
Christmas Day, when religious exercises 
are over, is essentially an indoor festival, 
but the fortnight before is a period of end- 
less activity amid surroundings at their 
best splendid—at their worst garish, 
perhaps; but what child’s taste is so 
precious as to discriminate? It may be 
that the weary parents do not reflect their 
children’s delight. They lack the fresh 
interest of childhcod. They have seen 
many Christmases, and are disillusionised 
by the knowledge that bills must 
follow festivity. Yet even Scrooge 
came to see that December possessed 
certain invigorating qualities lacked by 
other months, and parents, being, on the 
whole, sensible people, admit that 
Christmas preparations, although they 
demand unusually hard work, do not seem 
hard. Certainly, the shops, aflame with 
coloured lights and bedecked with season- 
able wares, do their best to make the 
routine of shopping easy. A great street 
is a pleasant place at many times, but 
most pleasant at Christmas, when it 
becomes a pedestrian’s paradise, into 
which no motorist will penetrate who has 
due regard for his own and others’ safety.

Committee, he observed that it would have 
to be considered by a plenary session, and 
on that understanding it was noted. 
The report of the Provincia] Constitu- 
tion Sub-Committees was presented by Mr. 

Further Sub-Commit- 
tees will be set up to deal with the North- 
West Frontier, the Services, the minorities 
and the Supreme Court. 


Spanish Affairs. 


The situation in Spain was a general 
subject of conversation to-day, anid, 
though there is comparatively little 
definite news, it appears that the Spanish 
Government is in control. The situation, 
however, is extremely delicate. The Mar- 

uis Merry De] Val, the Spanish Ambassz- 
or in London, said this morning that ho 
had received a telegram stating that the 
situation was normal. He added that the 
behaviour of the Spanish Republicans was 
anti-patriotic and _ short-sighted; for, 
under the leadership of an inferior class 
of men, they imagined that they could 
carry out a revolution without disaster o 
the nation, and that many of their chiefs 
were willing to pay the price in order to 
obtain some office. The truth, he ob- 
served, was that the Republicans were in a 
minority, and never would be able “o 
dominate Parliament—whence arose their 
recourse to violence. The Anibassador be- 
Jieves that the recent strikes have been 
envineered with the help of funds from 
outside Spain. In diplomatic circles here 
it is thought still that the Spanish 
Government is able to hold its own. 


M. Poincare’s (liness. 


It is rumoured here to-day that M. 
Poincaré is incapacitated completely by 
an attack of paralysis which has affected 
one of his sides. M. Poincaré was taken 
ill during the sitting of the Senate, when 
M. Tardieu’s Ministry was defeated, and 
it is understood that he caught a chill 
on his way home afterwards. It 13s 

robable that the rumour about his con- 
ition is correct ; for it became known here 
this afternoon that Professor Guillain, 
the distinguished brain specialist, had 
spent the night at M. Poincaré’s home. 
The veteran politician has played so great 
a part in the affairs of France for many 
years that his serious illness will deprive 
the Senate of one of its outstanding 
figures. ; 


The Government’s Jeopardy. 


A rather humorous situation is develop- 
ing in connection with the proposed 
Electoral Reform Bill; for it seems that 
some fifty members of the Labour Party 
are fearful of their seats at the genera! 
election if the alternative vote is adopted. 
In consequence a special meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party will bs 
called for Thursday tó discuss the situa- 
tion, when the Prime Minister will be 
invited to tell his following exactly wha! 
are the terms of the much-discussed pacl 
with Mr. Lloyd George and its full im 
plications. It is expected that a great 
effort will be made to induce Mr. 
Macdonald to drop the alternative vote, 
regardless of the effect that such action 
may have upon Mr. Lloyd George and 
of the possibility that the Libera] leader 
may withdraw his support from the 
Government. The Government is inclined 
to. believe that the adoption of the alterna- 
tive vote will prove a great gain to thé 
Labour Party, but in the circumstances 
such a view merely can be speculation. 


Empire Butter.

She is the third 
daughter of the late Rev. William Bruce, 
who for fifty years was minister of the 
First Non-Subscribing Presbyterian 
| Church -in Belfast; having succeeded his 

father, the Rev. W. Bruce, D.D., who also 
held the ministry for fifty years, and. was 
one of the Volunteers of 1798. Only the 
other day I was looking at a portrait in 
the Belfast Municipa] Gallery of the Rev. 
W. Bruce in his Volunteer uniform, little 
thinking that I was shortly to call at the 
house of his grand-daughter. 

Miss Bruce has never used spectacles in 
her life, not even when she is knitting or 
reading. Her chief interests lie in read- 
ing, writing and knitting for the many 
charitable institutes in which she ‘s 
interested, and she takes special] interest 
in the affairs of the day, being quite up- 
to-date in her knowledge of current events. 
Free from all the disabilities connected 
with old age, Miss Bruce lives contentedly 
in her lovely home; but her life is not 
idle. She is interested keenly in good 
literature, and spends hours reading the 
works of the great masters, while her 
needlework also takes up a considerable 
amount of her time.

A serious native riot broke out here 

to-day following a meeting of natives to 

commemorate Dingaan’s Day, which was 

| held in the centre of the town. The natives 
formed into a procession, headed by one 
of their number bearing a red flag. The 
police ordered the parade to break up, as 
processions are prohibited by the by-laws. 
The natives responded by pelting the police 
and Europeans generally with stones. 

Finally native police, heavily armed and 
carrying sticks and knobkerries, charged 
the procession. Scenes of wild confusion 
ensued, ending in the general flight of 
the natives. 

Seventeen natives were taken to hospital 
with injuries, and one was found to be 
dead on arriva]. Several of the jnjured 
men are in a serious condition. It is 
understood that one of the natives is 
suffering from a bullet wound, and it is 
learned that this was fired by a European 
civiljan. 

Before the procession was formed the 
natives burned over two thousand natives’ 
passes, as well as numerous hut, dog and

taken on. 

SOLVING THE PROBLEM. 

There were only two ways of dealing with 
the problem, and they were the demolition 
of the old slums and the erection of modern 
tenement “dwellings, as had been widely 
practised in England and on the Continent; 
or the transportation of the population. at 
present living in s]um areas to the outskirts 
of the city, where space is not a serious 
problem, : and where the provision of indivi- 
dual houses, instead of pseudo-flats, was 
eminently possible. In Dublin there was 
vacant land in abundance within four or six 
miles. of the Nelson Pillar, and there, he 
thought, houses could be erected. 

‘Having pointed out that about 20,000

Lord Kirkley, the leader of the recent 
Trade Mission to South Africa, with his 
colleagues, attended at the Department of 
Overseas Trade, London, yesterday, and, in 
conference with representatives of the Press, 
disclosed some of the couclusions and recom- 
mendations which the members of the 
Mission proposed to make in their report. 

For various reasons, said Lord Kirkley, 
it would not be possible for the report to 
be issued until the middle of January. this 
country, he said, was failing to maintain 
itg proportion of the trade with the Union 
of South Africa. Its share had fallen from 
fifty-six per cent. of the total Upion importe 
t> about forty-six per cent. 

A HANDICAP. i 

s One of the first impressions which we 
formed,” he said, ‘‘ was that a considerable 
obstacle to our trade with South Africa lies 
in the prices of our goods... So long as the 
price of United Kingdom goods exported to 
South Africa remains at its relatively high 
level we are seriously handicapped in our 
endeavours to improve our trade. 

* The high cost of goods as produced here 
is added to by the relatively high cost cf 
freight charges, which must increase the 
actual selling price of the goods in overseas 
markets. 

““One very 
South Africa was a vo ‘ 
United Kingdom products. Wherever we 
went in South Africa we were made to 
realise that our products enjoy a reputation 
for durability and finish, which, among the 
commercial community at any rate, will 
enabls them to command a rather higher 
price than the goods of our competitors in 
many lines. But there is a limit to the 
higher charge which may he made. 

THE NATIVE TRADE. 

““ We must get our price down to a reason- 
able competitive level. In some lines of trade, 
however, the margin of profit is so small 
that the relatively _ priced cominodities 
cannot expect to be sold I refer to 
the native trade.’ In order to ' bring 
our goods down to a reasonably competitive

LUCKY BACKERS. 


TOTE RETURNS MONEY 
ON LOSERS.

For the first time since the totalisator 
system of betting was inaugurated in England 
a winner has been allowed to run absolutely 
unbacked on the machine by the general public. 
This was at Derby yesterday, where Angel 
Pavement, the 100 to 6 winner of the Duffield 
Selling Hurdle Race, had not a single backer 
in the totalisator win pool. 

In the circumstances stakes were refunded 
in: full to all backers of losers in the race 
under the terms of Totalisator Rule 17, which 
reads: ‘“‘Should theré be no bet on the win. 
ning horse all cash bets will be returned with- 
out pereentage deduction on presentation of 
tiekets.”’ 

In all there were 1.797 units invested in the 
win pool, and the only horse without a sup- 
porter was the winner. 

1642 TO 1 FOR A PLACE. 

There were many complaints at the in- 
efficiency of the tote indicator as a guide to 
the progress of the betting, as it was con- 
tended that if the indicator had been a reli- 
able guide Angel Pavement would most cer- 
tainly not have been allowed to start abso- 
lutelv friendless. 

Although there was no bet on Angel Pave- 
ment in the win pool, two people backed the 
gelding for a place, and for their two shillings 
stake they each received £16 13s. 6d. 

Mr. J. Cockton, the owner-trainer of Angel 
Pavement, had a nice littl bet on his gelding 
at starting price. 

Although Angel Pavement is the first winner 
in England to have been unhacked on the tote, 
there have been occasions where winners have 
had only one or two backers, and at Haydock 
Park a year ago Coole, who won a selling 
hurdle race, had only one backer. This was 
a lady, who invested a single unit (two 
shillings), and to her delight received a divi- 
dend of £341 2s. 6d.

CONGRESS OF MUNSTER 
BOARDS. 


The annual Congress of Munster County Boards, 
N.A and C.A., was held at the Royal Hotel, 
Mallow, on Sunday last, and, in the absence of the 
President (Dr O'Sullivan), the chair was taken by 
Mr. Fred Harkins, a past President, and Chairman 
oí the Cork County Board.

Three county 
championships, a Garda championships, thirty-four 
open sports. and forty-four novices’ sports mectings 
hac been held within a province; also three county 
»chools’ championships and several schoole’ sports 
Yorty-seven clubs had affiliated, three hundred and 
sixteen athletes registered, and all gix County 
Boards were active and efficient, Special tribute 


was paid to the Cork County Board for the excel- ' 


lency of their organisation. 

The financial report showed a profit of £19 3/7 
or the seasen’s operations. The total revenue was 
£413 2/6, and the expenditure was £393 18/10 
and the ifebit balance from last year practically 
wiped out. 

rt and accounts were adopted unanimousiy, 
and both secretary and treasurer received praise 
and thanke for their services. 

Chief Superintendent O’Duffy, G.S., Ennis, was 
numinated as President by the County Boards of 
(ork. Tipperary, Waterford and Clare, and was 
elected unanimously. Mr. Donal Barrett, Cork 
was nnanimonely elect as vice-president, an 
Messrs. II.

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BIG REDUCTION IN 
COAL OUTPUT. 


SIX MILLION TONS A 
QUARTER. 


—-— 


The Central Council of the coal market- 
ing scheme has recommended a reduction 
of ten per cent.—about 6,000,000 tons—in 
the coal output for the first quarter of 
1931, as compared with that for the first 
quarter of the present year. 

Mr. Shinwell (Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Mines Department) made the 
announcement in reply to a question put 
by Sir Kingsley Wood in the House of 
Commons yesterday. The decision, Mr. 
Shinwell added, was arrived at after con- 
sultation with the District Executive 
Boards, and was in anticipation of a falling 
demand in 1931. An increased demand in 
any district could be met by increased 
allocations. The Central Council would 
not limit output below the effective 
demand. 

Sir Kingsley Wood asked whether the 
decrease was not about ten per cent. 

Mr. Shinwell—yYes; ‘‘ in theory.” 

In reply to another question, Mr. Shin- 
well said that the reduction in output 
would be about six million tons per 
quarter, but in practice that might not be 


so much. 
WAGE PROBLEM. 

Mr. Morris (Liberal, Cardigan) invited 
the Secretary for Mines to estimate the 
loss in the total of miners’ wages in the 
first three months of next year, as a result 
of compulsory reduction of output under 
the 1930 Act. 

Such an estimate, Mr. Shinwell replied, 
could only be made on an assumption as to 
the operation of schemes under the pro- 
visions of Part 1 of the Act. 

Sir Frederick Hall—If there is to be a 
reduction in output of six million tons per 
quarter, does not that mean a compensat- 
ing reduction in the amount of employ- 
ment ? 

“ I have not admitted that there is to be 
a reduction of six million tons,” replied 
Mr. Shinwell. 

‘“ When my honourable friend suggested 
six million tons,” asked Sir Frederick 
Hall, ‘‘ did not the Secretary say that it 
was approximately the figure? ”’ 

Mr. Shinwell—There is a world of differ- 
ence between theory and practice. (Opposi- 
tion cheers. ) 

Sir Frederick Hall—‘‘ Also between 
what you preach and what you practice.”’ 
(Renewed cheers. ) 

In reply to Mr. Lees (Labour, Belper), 
Mr. Shinwell said that the Government 
hoped to introduce a bill early next session, 
providing for the continuance of the 
miners’ welfare levy at its present rate, 
and he took this opportunity of informing 
the industry of the Government’s inten- 
tion. (Ministerial cheers. ) 

Mr. Lees asked if it was intended to 
make arrangements in the bill for pensions 
for aged miners out of the welfare levy ; 
but Mr. Shinwell made no reply.

“ DEPRESSING” ATTITUDE 
OF EXPORTERS.

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From REUTER'S CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday, 

The banquet of the British Chamber of 
Commerce in Paris, an important annual 
event for the British colony in this city, 
took place here this evening, presided over 
by Mr. C. J. Henderson, President of the 
Chamber. 

The principal guests were Lord Tyrrell, 
the Ambassador; Lord Derby, M. Paul 
Doumer, President of the Senate; M. 
Louis Loucheur, Minister of Commerce 
and Industry; M. Coulondre, represent- 
ing the Minister of Foreign Affairs; Mr. 
Philippe Roy, the Canadian Minister ; 
Count O’Kelly, Irish Free State Minister ; 
Mr. Ronald Campbell, British Minister in 
Paris; Mr. J. RK. Cahill, Commercial 
Counsellor at the Embassy, and General 
Houraud, Military Governor of Paris. 

M. Loucheur occupied the place that 
had been reserved for M. Pierre Flandin, 
who relinquished the Ministry of Com- 
merce a few days ago, in consequence of 
the fall of the Tardieu Government. 

In proposing the toast of “ Franco- 
British trade,” Mr. Henderson said that 
they were all hoping for the day when 
British goods would enter France with the 
same facility as allowed twenty per cent. 
of all French exports to reach Britjsh 
consumers. He suggested it was high 
time the Anglo-French Commercial Treaty 
was brought into line with present-day 
requirements. 

Nevertheless, he could not avoid telling 
British manufacturers and exporters that 
by their own “ thoroughly depressing ”’ 
attitude to Chambers of Commerce abroad 
they were allowing foreign trade to slip 
through their fingers. Orders no longer 
came to Great Britain automatically: 
they must be fought for, and it was the 
fighting spirit that they wanted to see re- 
vived. 

ANGLO-FRENCH RELATIONS. 

Lord Tyrrell, the British Ambassador, 
paid a tribute to the work of the Chamber 
in the cause of Anglo-French trade. 
“The greater the volume of trade be- 
tween Great Britain and France,” he said, 
‘the more we may hope that the crush- 
ing burden of unemployment in England 
may lessen. Unemployment can only be 
decreased by an increase in our foreign 
trade. 

‘** While international trade may be bad, 
I am glad to say that international rela- 
tions have not been impaired. The firm 
rock of Anglo-French friendship remains 
as ever a stable guarantee of peace. 
French friendship could not have been 
better shown than by the aid and 
sympathy shown on the occasion of the 
R 101 disaster.”

CAPTAIN CAMPBELL AND

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Early next year Captain Malcolm Camp- 
bell, the racing motorist, will leave Eng- 
land to defend the world’s land speed 
“ record ” of 231 miles an hour set up 
by the late Sir Henry Segrave at Daytona 
in 1929. 

For the first time Australia has entered 
the field with a car which is now nearing 
completion. 

Yesterday Captain Campbell -described 
some of the details of the two. and a half 
tons Blue Bird which he will use.

PROVISIONAL COMMITTEE. 


Eo time was wasted by the provisional 
committee, and a short time afterwards 
the Irish Aero Club was formed, and a 
machine was bought.

President of the club, a posi- 
tion which he still holds. The Free State 
Government, while refusing to make an 
annual grant to the club, lent a helping 
hand by placing the resources of Baldonne! 
Aerodrome, the headquarters of the Army 
Air Corps, at the disposal of the club, the 
only charges made being in respect of over- 
hauls to machines. A large hut on the 
aerodrome was given to the club, and this 
was subsequently reconstructed into a coni- 
fortable clubhouse. 

Col. Russel] has since acted as honorary 
instructor to the club, but a very great 
debt is due to the officers of the Army Air 
Corps, who at all times have given their 
services in training the members of the 
club. In this respect special mention must 
be made of Laeut. Arthur Russell, the 
brother of Col. Russell. It is to be re- 
gretted that the Government, within the 
last month, has seen fit to issue an order 
f- 1 the Ministry of Tefence forbiddinz 
officers of the Air Corps to fly. civil 
machines 


MUCH: HEADWAY. 


Despite the many difficulties with which 
the club hal to contend, it has made much 
headway within the last two years. It 
has trained eight pilots, who have been 
granted ‘“‘A’’ licences. In addition, its 
membership roll. includes several other 
fully qualified pilots, and in all eleven 
machines are owned by the club and its 
members. There. are more than 150 active 
flying bietihers; about ‘wenty-five more of 
whom -will have qualified for their puot’ . 
licences before next summer, and, in~all. 
the club -has some thousands of hours fly- 
ing to its credit. Its members come from 
all narts of the Irish Free State. and after 
a rather lean season it is gratifying to 
note that that membership is increasing 
and the prospects of the club-are wright. 
‘So promising, in fact, is the outlook that 
the club has. purchased a second machine, 
an all-steel Moth, which was registered 
last week.

CORONER AND CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE DANGERS. 


Strong comments on the “ folly _ of 
Christian Scientists in” excluding medical 
science ” were made by Mr. 8. Ingleby 
Oddie, the Coroner at a Paddington inquest 
yesterday on Joseph Percy Baker (71), of 
Longley road, Tooting, who died in a 
Christian Science home at Lansdowne road, 
Kensington.
